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Holocaust-denier targets 
campus press 



TORONTO (CUP) — An American 
Holocaust-denier is now targeting 
Canadian student newspapers as a 
means of generating publicity for his 
crusade. 

California-based Bradley 
Smith submits anti-Semitic adver- 
tisements to college papers with the 
aim of creating debate on campus 
and in*the media. 

"I concentrate on the univer- 
sities, on college papers," he said. "I 
aim for as much publicity as possi- 
ble." 

In the last few weeks, at least 
six college papers across the United 
States have run his anti-Semitic ad- 
vertisement for the Committee for 
Open Debate on the Holocaust. The 
majority failed to scrutinize the ad 
before publication. 

The ad offers a $50,000 bribe 
to anyone who can get Smith's 90- 
minute documentary questioning the 
existence of the Nazi gas chambers 
aired on a major network. 

Many of the papers became 
the source of community concern but 
few attracted media attention, which 
successfully provides a spotlight for 
Smith and his beliefs. 

In Canada, the Varsity at the 
University of Toronto is the only 
paper which has accidentally printed 
the ad, which ran Nov. 1 7. Local and 
national publicity resulted. 

But Smith says he hopes to 
meet with much greater success in 
Canada, where the ads have only 
begun to reach campus publications. 
"I have been thinking about 
doing the Canadian papers for a 
while," Smith said. 

Young people are the ideal 
instruments to help stir debate on 
Holocaust-denial, he says. 

"The younger you are the less 
you have been molded by your cul- 
ture. This is a taboo subject but kids 
aren't caught up in intellectual ta- 
boos yet," he said. 

"I find student journalists are 
more willing to print things to do 
with revisionist theory than fheirpro- 
fessors are." 

'Revisionisttheory' is the term 
Smith uses for disputing the reality of 
the systematic murder of over six 
million Jews during World War II. 

But according to a 1991 state- 
ment Smith made to a group in Long 
Beach, California, his view of youth 
has not always been so flattering. 

"I don't want to spend time 
with adults anymore," he said at the 
meeting. "I want to go to students. 
They are superficial. They are empty 
vessels to be filled." 

When asked about the com- 
ment, which was recorded by the 
Anti-Defamation League, Smith says 
he was joking. 

"I was only horsing around," 
he said. 

But others paint an even less 
flattering portrait of Smith and his 
esteem for young people. 

Bernie Farbcr, executive di- 
rector of the Canadian Jewish Con- 
gress, says Smith is simply bargain- 
ing that the student press will be less 
vigilant about monitoring ads than 
their professional counterparts. 

"He is looking for any avenue 
he can get to spread his word." said 
Farber. "He hopes and prays for mis- 



takes to be made, allowing him ac- 
cess to a ready-made population 
base." 

Talia Klein, who works in the 
hate crimes division of B'nai Brith 
Canada, adds that Smith knows uni- 
versities are wonderful forums in 
which to drop his theories. 

She says Smith simply needs 
to get his ad in a paper and draw 
community outrage to achieve some 
of the credibility he so desires. 

"By having the advertisement 
appear, even if we denounce it we are 
already giving it the credibility of 
saying it is an ad we deem to de- 
nounce," she said, explaining this 
lends a twisted stature to his prepos- 
terous ideas. 

As if to prove Klein's point, 
Smith was hardly offended that the 
Varsity is retracting his ad. Instead, 
he said quite casually that such a 
move is common. 

"You guys aren't going to 
break any traditions," quipped Smith. 
"You are in a tradition." 

In recent weeks, several 
American college papers also joined 
the historical ranks of retractors. 

On Friday, Oct. 31, the 
Colgate University student newspa- 
per Maroon News ran the ad after 
failing to examine its content. 

By Sunday afternoon editor 
Eric Levasseurhad been made aware 
of the error by a member of the cam- 
pus Jewish student union. 

The paper, based in Hamil- 
ton, New York, ran an apology as the 
editorial for their next edition. 
Levasseur says the ad raised debate 
about freedom of speech, but the ille- 
gitimacy of Smith's views was a 
given. 

"For the next week the issue 
was at the forefront of discussion on 
campus, to say the least," he said. 

Just as the controversy dwin- 
dled at Colgate, the Cleveland State 
University paper was unwittingly 
about to draw up the same issues on 
their campus. 

Jay Casey, editor of The Caul- 
dron, says the ad ran on Nov. 3 and 6, 
slipping through the cracks because 
it wasn't properly read by the ad 
manager. 

He says the paper issued a 
page two apology in the following 
issue after being contacted by con- 
cerned community members. Little 
debate ensued after. 

In Boston, the staff at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy 's student paper The Tech also 
moved swiftly to express regret after 
running the ad on Nov. 7 due to an 
oversight. 

Hant-Lin Chuant, the paper's 
chairperson, says they ran a notice of 
apology in their next edition, which 
was distributed Nov. 17. 

But she says they did not wait 
a week to notify the Jewish organiza- 
tions which would likely be most 
distressed by the ad. 

Chuant says by clearing the 
air early-on, they were able to make 
the mistake a learning experience. 

"People wcrcn 't upset because 
they knew we didn't run it on purpose 
and they knew we were going to 
apologize for it," she said, adding 
they were fortunate that Smith did 
not get lots of media. 

"1 think the main goal of this 



group is to get a publicity war against 
the paper," she said. 

But at other American college 
papers the editors have defended the 
ad under the free speech amendment. 

"I really don't think we have 
anything toapologize for. If you want 
an apology you should go after the 
person who wrote the ad," Paula 
Lavigne, editor of the Daily 
Nebraskan, the student newspaper at 
the University of Nebraska at Lin- 
coln, said. 

"I mean you can't defend the 
content of ads. People come, after us 
for running ads for strip clubs and 
obviously we can't debate that." 

The paper ran the ad on Nov. 
5. 

She says community mem- 
bers expressed concern about the 
paper's decision and a representative 
from the Anti-Defamation League 
visited the editors. Local television, 
radio and newspaper stations briefly 
covered the issue but debate u which 
pitted free speech advocates against 
those who felt the anti-Semitic ad 
should not have run — is dwindling 
on campus. 

The Daily Nebraskan is not 
alone in their quest to preserve free 
speech. Editors at Johns Hopkins 
University also believe Smith has a 
right to express his views, however 
distasteful. 

"I'm not going to say that be- 
cause I'm Jewish my point of view is 
the right one," Doug Steinke, a co- 
editor at The Johns Hopkins News- 
letter in Baltimore, Maryland, said. 

"I don't think we have the 
right to put only one point of view. 
That's what they do in communist 
countries. I don't think it is appropri- 
ate in the United States." 

The paper ran the ad two 
weeks ago after reviewing it briefly. 
The issue has caused internal ten- 
sions within the primarily Jewish 
editorial staff, but has sparked little 
campus debate. 

In an instance that defies all 
other cases, the student newspaper at 
the University of South Carolina ran 
the ad a few weeks ago without spark- 
ing any community reaction at all. 

The editor of the Gamecock 
says they have not received any com- 
plaints and see no reason why the ad 
is an issue. 

In Canada, perhaps commu- 
nity reaction was most immediate. 
After the ad appeared in the Varsity 
Nov. 1 7, the error was drawn to the 
staff's attention within two hours of 
the paper reaching the stands. 

The Varsity also ran the ad as 
a result of an oversight and will be 
donating Smith's money to the Holo- 
caust Education and Memorial Cen- 
tre of Toronto. 

Upon hearing where his $440 
is headed, Smith became aggravated. 
"That kind of annoys me," he said. 
"There is an unappealing irony there, 
that I nevertheless see the humour 
in." 

Farber says following his sug- 
gestion to send Smith's money to an 
organization the Holocaust-denier 
lobbies against provoked the expected 
reaction. 

"He is running away with his 
tail between his legs."

Mass protest at U of T 
over Bush degree

TORONTO (CUP) — About 1,000 
protesters managed to make so much 
noise outside of the University of 
Toronto's honourary degree cer- 
emony for former American presi- 
dent George Bush that it was impos- 
sible to ignore them indoors. 

Guests for the ceremony 
were unable to breeze past protesters 
as pounding drums and flying snow- 
balls accompanied their journey up 
the tightly secured walkway outside 
Hart House, the campus building 
where the event was held. 

But authorities were pre- 
pared as one of the largest security 
forces U of T has ever seen, including 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
the Metro and campus police forces 
and the American Secret Service, 
descended on the campus for Bush's 
visit. 

Inside the ornate hall where 
the ceremony took place, the tone 
was congratulatory and affectionate 
beneath the crowd's din. Guests in- 
cluded Ontario premier Mike Harris 
and former Canadian prime minister 
Brian Mulroney. U of T benefactor 
and Barrick Gold CEO Peter Munk 
was also in attendance. Bush acts as 
special advisor to Barrick Gold's in- 
ternational advisory committee. 

While U of T president 
Robert Prichard kicked off the cer- 
emony with jocular banter, the gaiety 
was momentarily challenged when 
over 30 faculty, dressed for the occa- 
sion in academic gowns, stood and 
walked out when Bush rose to re- 
ceive his degree. The procession, led 
by world-renowned U of T scientist 
Ursula Franklin, exited the hall with 
measured steps and dignified grace. 

But the laughs returned 
when Bush took the stage with a few 
witty chides at the protesters, reas- 
suring the guests he was not upset. 

"It doesn't bother me one 
single bit. Barbara walked out when 
I read her this speech last night," 
joked Bush. 

"As for the people outside, 
it reminds me of happy hour at the 
Baghdad Ramada Inn," he laughed. 

Bush added the protest was 
a kinder and gentler form of dissent 
than others he had witnessed, before 
launching into a description of his 
role in bringing down communism 
and protecting freedom of speech and 
the right to protest for one and all. 

He spoke about his role in 
ending the Cold War, telling stories 
about the huge phone bill he racked 
up talking to world leaders and his 
joy at seeing young people dancing 
on the Berlin wall. He also had high 
praise for former Soviet Union leader 
Mikael Gorbachev and former Cana- 
dian prime minister Brian Mulroney, 
before ending off with a brief men- 
tion of his upcoming book. 



But outside, people did not 
find Bush quite so charming. 

"I'm here to protest against 
this dishonorable degree," philoso- 
phy professor James Robert Brown 
said, adding that he would have can- 
celled his classes if any had been 
scheduled during the protest. "This 
guy is a murderer. Had I been invited 
into the ceremony, I would have 
walked out. I applaud those who will 
walk out today." 

"I'm disgusted with U of T 
and its decision to honour George 
Bush with this degree. It's such an 
obvious conflict of interest given his 
connections with Barrick Gold and 
Peter Munk," PhD student Ian 
darken said. "It's no accident that 
Bush is receiving this degree. It plays 
right into what we see here, a relent- 
less corporate agenda." 

Jacob Glick, a student rep- 
resentative on the Governing Coun- 
cil, the body which ultimately de- 
cided to grant the degree to Bush, tore 
up his invitation on the steps of Hart 
House and started to eat it just before 
the ceremony began. 

"I was chewing on it, but 
then I spat it out because it tasted like 
crap. It's ironic that it tastes like crap. 
Maybe that's how they made them. 
They're certainly tainted," he said. 

To the east of Hart House, 
speakers from a variety of student 
and community groups addressed the 
protestors while nearby, several stu- 
dents burned American flags. 

"Everything the American 
flag stands for has been completely 
violated by George Bush," second 
year philosophy student Matt Butler 
said as he tried to get his lighter 
working to resume sending the Stars 
and Stripes up in flames. 

There have been a number 
of complaints by students about the 
treatment they received at the hands 
of police at the protest. Of particular 
concern are actions police took when 
guests and dignitaries were leaving 
Hart House. Eight horses moved in 
on the west side of Hart House and 
about 250 students were tussled for 
footing. 

A student from York Uni- 
versity was detained by Metro To- 
ronto police for an hour and a half 
after the protest for 'possibly as- 
saulting a police officer', according 
to one of the officers, but she was 
later released and no charges were 
laid. Another student was arrested at 
a store that the former president vis- 
ited later in the day, but he too was 
released with no charges laid. 

Protestors managed to block 
the executive limos trying to whisk 
dignitaries away for over 25 minutes, 
while others made their way to U of 
T president Prichard's residence 
where Bush dined that evening.

Scrutinizing Pub Security 



Yet another LU student has 
complained about excessive force at 
the Pub Down Under. 

The student, who was in the 
Pub on November 1 4 for the Head- 
stones concert, claims that he was 
physically removed from the pub, 
suffering injury along the way - for 
the grievous crime of dancing. 

Mickey Garneau, the Man- 
ager of the Pub is aware of the inci- 
dent and contends that the student 
had been asked three times to "mel- 
low out" before being ejected. 

Mr. Garneau says the student 
was flailing his arms about wildly. 
He added that the student may not 
think his dancing is dangerous, but 
the reality of the situation, according 
to Garneau, is that if anyone had been 
injured as a result, the Pub would 
have been responsible. 

Mr. Garneau also indicated 
that the student resisted when he was 
being removed. This resistance is 
what led to the student's injury. 

Mr. Gameau wanted to em- 
phasize to other students that if they 
find themself being removed, don't 
resist. Of the student, Mr. Gameau 
said "It's not our fault. It's his fault." 

Mr. Gameau would still like 
to speak to the student one on one, so 
that he might hear the other side of 
the story. He says that he encourages 
all students who have an encounter 
with the security staff to come and 
speak with him about it the next day. 

He is adamant, however, that 
he will always support his staff on the 
day of the incident. He says this is 



necessary to protect employee mo- 
rale. 

Mike Grube, President of the 
SGA, says that the police who were 
asked to supervise the concert agreed 
with the actions of the security staff. 
According to Mr. Grube, the police 
also expressed their general approval 
with the way the Pub is run. 

Mr. Gameau admits that the 
Pub is probably "the most anal bar in 
Sudbury", but contends that there are 
good reasons for tight security at the 
students' bar. Paramount, is the fact 
that the Pub Down Under is a univer- 
sity bar, whose Liquor License re- 
sides with Administration. 

Besides Administration, the 
Pub must contend with the provincial 
legislation that governs these types 
of establishments, namely, the Liq- 
uor Act and the Occupier's Liability 
Act. 

Under the Liquor Act, all 
drinking establishments in Ontario 
are prohibited from admitting intoxi- 
cated persons to their premises, from 
serving alcohol to the point of intoxi- 
cation and from allowing intoxicated 
persons to remain in the establish- 
ment. 

The Act also authorizes es- 
tablishments to use what "reasonable 
force" is necessary to ensure compli- 
ance. Mr. Gameau said that all Pub 
security staff receive intensive train- 
ing for their duties. 

This year, for instance, Pub 
security underwent "Smart Serve 
Training", were familiarized with the 
provisions of the Liquor Act through 
the lecture of Robert Solomon, a li- 
ability expert, and heard from LU's 



Head of Security Larry Denomm6 
and from the Harassment Office. 

In the Pub's employees hand- 
book, security staff are told that only 
about 1 % of their job is related to 
"bouncing". Most of the work is 
related to public relations. 

Pub policy with respect to 
ejection, according to Mr. Gameau, 
dictates that the security personnel 
should ask the offending party to 
leave before using any force. Most 
often, security will ask several times. 
If this measure fails to achieve the 
desired result, the security personnel 
may then escort the culprit from the 
premises, using as little force as is 
necessary. 

The Occupier's Liability Act 
isofparticularconcern. Mr. Gameau 
said he would like to see people be 
held accountable for their own ac- 
tions but, under the Act, the Pub is 
responsible for the well-being of all 
their clients. 

Mr. Gameau says that hiring 
security staff from outside the uni- 
versity will not solve whatever prob- 
lems may exist. If anything, he feels 
that such a solution may only serve 
to aggravate the situation, since tra- 
ditional "bouncers", in his experi- 
ence, are much less sensitive than 
those at the Pub. He adds that these 
positions provide employment to a 
number of LU students. 

The Pub Down Under is 
owned and operated by the Students' 
General Association, and answers to 
the SGA Executive as well as the 
Pub Committee, which is composed 
of SGA and other university mem- 
bers.

call national strike 



Although most of us would 
like to think that the hydro and phone 
companies and credit card agencies 
are getting in the Christmas spirit and 
not sending us our bills, the truth is 
that, at the busiest time of the year, 
most mail delivery has been ground 
to a halt. 45,000 postal workers 
walked off the job Wednesday, No- 
vember 19. 

"We are on strike because 
Canada Post has consistently engaged 
in bad faith bargaining . . . because 
Canada Post leaves us no other op- 
tion," said Darrell Tingley, president 
of the Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers (CUPW). 

Tingley is hopeful that the 
strike will spur a quick resolution of 
the dispute that has been simmering 
for several months. Negotiations first 
began in April, after Canada Post 
announced its plans to cut $200 mil- 
lion dollars from its expense budget, 
which translates into 4,000 job losses, 
estimates CUPW. 

The union ordered its mem- 
bers off the job just hours before the 
Canadian government-owned Canada 
Post was prepared to lock the work- 
ers out. 

Canada Post confessed it had 
planned the lockout due to work stop- 
pages at major mail processing cen- 
tres, like in Toronto and Montreal, 
that were impeding operations. After 
CUPW announced it was in a legal 



position to strike, there was a suffi- 
cient decline in the amount of mail, 
and consequently Canada Post was 
losing too much money. Canada Post 
was forced to lay workers off, which, 
in turn, precipitated the strike. 

Canadian Labour Minister 
Lawrence MacAuley told reporters 
that he is carefully monitoring the 
strike, but he has no immediate inten- 
tion to legislate an end to the strike. 

What is it all about? Union 
members are concerned about issues 
of wage increases, job security, and 
increasing workload. 

Union officials are seeking to 
establish an 8.6% pay increase over 
the nest 1 8 months. Canada Post has 
offered a 3% pay increase to be allot- 
ted over the next 2 years, saying that 
the union's proposal would add an- 
other $400 million to the corpora- 
tion's annual costs, forcing the price 
of stamps up by 20 cents. 

Canada Post circulates 6.8 
billion pieces of mail and packages 
per year, which is approximately 19 
million items per day. Last year, 
Canada Post earned $12 million on 
revenues of about $5 billion. Union 
members are justifiably worried that, 
after suffering a loss of 4,000 jobs, 
they will be inadequately prepared to 
efficiently circulate the same amount 
of mail. 

Further, Canada Post is cur- 
rently seeking to restructure mail 



routes - part of their 5 year plan to cut 
$200 million. 

CUPW has always had the 
reputation of being one of the most 
powerful union groups. It seems as 
though Canada Post is ready to show 
its muscles, and bar its teeth right 
back. On the night of Tuesday, No- 
vember 1 8, the night before the strike, 
a "scuffle" broke about between the 
chief negotiators from both sides of 
the dispute. The fight was instigated 
by Canada Post's Jean Lafleur, who 
struck union official Philippe Ar- 
bour. This could have all been waved 
aside - if only it hadn't occurred in 
the presence of a Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation radio reporter. 
The reporter captured everything on 
tape, and testified that the negotia- 
tors struggled on the floor of the 
hotel they were stationed in. 

Lafleur has since resigned 
from this position, after apologizing 
publicly, and has been replaced by 
Raymond Poirier. Arbour says he is 
still considering pressing assault 
charges against the Canada Post 
member. Many of the CUPW mem- 
bers feel that the damage done by 
this incident is much graver than 
physical bruises. The hostility shown 
to the union by the corporation is a 
definite setback, as union will be 
much more weary in the future about 
trusting Canada Post.

Beware of wolves in sheep's 
clothing. The old warning is never 
more true than when dealing with 
cults. Often described as new reli-

gious movements, cults work their 
way insidiously into the lives of new 
recruits with such skilled manipula- 
tion that the victims rarely, if ever, 
recognize what is happening to them. 

What begins as a friendly con- 
versation or deep discussion about 
philosophical questions is a veiled 
attempt to find the chink in a target's 
armor. Cults actively seek out new 
recruits with the strategic planning 
and cunning of the most proficient 
con men. They misrepresent them- 
selves in order to ingratiate them- 
selves into the life of the new recruit, 
and to create a false sense of kinship 
with the target. 

Cult members, in the guise of 
an attentive and caring friend, will 
pretend to share the same values and 
ideas as the target. Cults offer empty 
promises of enlightenment, salvation, 
and the "Ultimate Answer" to the 
meaning of life that appeal to people 
on many levels. Because the recruit- 
ment stage is often slow and deliber- 
ate, it is difficult to realize the full 
impact of what is going on until it is 
too late and the recruit has already 
bought into the cult rhetoric. Once 
trust has been established the mark 
(or target) is gradually introduced 
into the beliefs of the cult. They are 
shown glimpsesofafamily-like group 
that offers peace, acceptance, love, 
and a sense of belonging. 

But the price for such gifts is 



very high. Cults are characterized by 
an absolutism so encompassing that 
they put even the most totalitarian 
regimes to shame. There can be 
positively no questioning of the cult 
leader or authorities. Nor can there 
be any questioning 
the founding princi- 
ples of the "religious 
movement" itself. 

Cult messiahs 
demand complete 
compliance and blind 
worship from their 
followers. Because 
of the strong psycho- 
logical , spiritual, and 
frequently sexual or 
narcotic control of the 
leader over the wor- 
shippers, there is no limit to what 
lengths worshippers will go to in an 
attempt to please their leader. Every 
command must be obeyed with total 
conviction and the motives of the 
leader are above question. 

In order to gain and maintain 
this absolute control, cults impose 
many conditions on their members. 
This includes isolating them from 













anything and everything to do with 
their past lives. All contact must be 
broken off with parents, family and 
friends. Some cults even demand 
that all contact is broken off with 
anyone who is not a cult member. 

To add to this dependence on 
the cult, followers are expected and 
even forced to tum over all posses- 



sions and earnings that they may have . 
Not only is the emotional and social 
dependence enforced, it is backed up 
by economic dependence on the cult. 
With no independence whatsoever 
and the demand for wholehearted 
obedience, escape from a cult is ex- 
tremely difficult. 

Any expression of disillusion- 
ment or disagreement with the group 
is met by extreme efforts at maintain- 
ing control over the follower. Brain- 
washing, playing on emotional and 
psychological weaknesses, and even 
threats are commonly used to pre- 
serve the obedience of all cult mem- 
bers. 

One escapee from a deviant 
cult was forcibly impregnated by the 
cult leader. She endured the preg- 
nancy in an emotional haze in which 
she was very susceptible to mental 
abuse. In this very vulnerable state, 
she was forced to hear how she was 
unfit to care for even herself, never 
mind a child and how God would 
punish her wickedness if she left the 
group. Once the child was born, the 
mother was told that the baby be- 
longed to the cult and that she would

Getting Out

Although legislative pro- 
posals, voluntary counseling and pre- 
ventive education all serve to help a 
person resist entering a cult, they do 
not help a person once they are a cult 
member. So how does a person get 
out of a cult? 

Some people assume that if 
they can prove a group's teachings 
false or absurd, they can make or 
persuade a member leave the cult. 
While it may work with some people, 
a larger number of people are with 
the cult because they like the lifestyle 
or sense of belonging , not because of 
a specific belief. 

In the 1970's "Black Light- 
ening" (aka Ted Patrick ) began a 
new process of exit-counseling called 
deprogramming. Named by the Chil- 
dren of God cult leaders, they teach 
members to fear his words and argu- 
ments because he will lead them away 
from the cult. Patrick almost lost his 
son to the cult in the early '70's and 
he decided then to find a way to reach 
other cult members and get them out 
of the cult. 

The first step in his process 
is to'kidnap' the cult member and 
isolate them from everyone. Usually 
family members are present with 
Patrick and the cult member. He con- 
tinually asks the member questions 
that the cult has not programmed 
them to answer and forces them to 
think on their own. Often this is 
enough to breakthrough the brain- 
washing or snap them out of it. The 
next step is to replace Patrick with a 
ex-cult member for two weeks. The 
member and the ex-member spend 
time together doing what the member 
wants to do, often this is a time of 
rediscovering how to make decisions 
for themselves. After this time the 
member , know a ex -member helps 
Patrick remove more members. How- 
ever, this process is not easy, leaving 
a cult is never simple and often the 
member battles concussion and de- 
pression. Patrick's method is not with- 
out its critics. 

Galen Kelly disagrees with 
Patrick's methods. He doesn't be- 
lieve that snapping the member back 
into consciousness is really the solu- 
tion. Often it can be only a short term 
solution until the member return to 
the cult, and Kelly feels that in the 
long run this is not effective. Kelly 
believes that his method, which he 
started in 1975, is better because it 
offers the answer to why did the mem- 
ber really leave? 

Instead of snapping out the 
member they evolve out and are edu- 
cated during this time. They learn 
why they were more susceptible them 
others,how they were converted, how 
the conversion was maintained and 
importantly why the left, how the 
conversion out was maintained and 
they develop the confidence to make 



it in the outside world. 

Kelly's deprogramming 
process takes fifteen days. First you 
have the effective custody. Five peo- 
ple including two family members, 
the cult member and Kelly with a ex- 
member of the same cult are all held 
up together in a hotel room. Phase 
one takes three days, in this time the 
cult member is told about mind-con- 
trol, the general controversy sur- 
rounding their cult and the cult phe- 
nomenon in general. This process of 
three days serves two functions, one 
to confirm the member that what they 
underwent is real and powerful and 
to reassure the member that they are 
not crazy. 

The discussion of the cult 
and how the member can start to see 
83+.... is very important. It takes a 
large chunk of control away from the 
cult and empowers the member. Next 
the discussion of rituals is very im- 
portant. The deprogrammer must be 
able to back up their claims with 
evidence in order to keep the member 
from reverting to giving total loyalty 
to the cult. 

The second phases is the 
move Kelly's team and the member 
to New York (Kelly's base), where 
the member visits with various ex- 
perts in the fields of psychiatrists and 
theologians. They combine to show 
the member the various discrepan- 
cies in the cult beliefs and the reaf- 
firm that they are not searching in 
vain for the truth. 

By the third and final phase, 
ten days later, the group number is 
down to two or three. The member 
returns home and the staff member 
remains a few days to help smooth 
the difficulty of returning to the fam- 
ily. After this process Kelly does 
realize that the now ex-member will 
need time to readjust however he 
feels the real battle is over. 

Leaving a cult is never re- 
ally easy, usually the member does 
not want to leave and it is the force of 
family members and deprogrammers 
that helps the person leave. Critics of 
these processes believe that this proc- 
ess which they label kidnapping is 
not the way to change a person. More 
over they don' t bel ieve that they have 
the right to force a person to leave a 
cult. 

Critics argue that these people are 
grown adults and are allowed to make 
their own decisions in terms of per- 
sonal and spiritual beliefs. 

Not matter what view is 
taken the fact remains that few mem- 
bers of a cult leave voluntarily. Often 
members leave only when they have 
help from the outside in the form of 
family and friends. In cases where 
the family is unable to remove a mem- 
ber that is when the deprogrammer 
takes action. The question remains is 
it kidnapping or is it liberation? 



Cults Prey Vulnerable 



Cults are actively targeting 
vulnerable people in an effort to in- 
crease their numbers through recruit- 
ment. While the practice of convert- 
ing believers is certainly not rare in 
religious movements, cults deliber- 
ately seek out those in need or in a 
troubled time in their lives. The 
recruitment and conversion tactics of 
cult groups are not above deceit, ma- 
nipulation, and in some cases, brain- 
washing. 

The most prime candidates are 
people experiencing a low point in 
their lives. Confusion, disillusion- 
ment, and loneliness are all red flags 
to cults that make a person easy pick- 
ings. No other group of people fits 
those characteristics as much as Uni- 
versity students. 

In large part University stu- 
dents are vulnerable because they are 
at a pivotal stage in their lives with 
newfound stress and decision-mak- 
ing capabilities. For many, for whom 
it is their first time out on their own, 
it is a heady experience. When a cult 
member makes friends with the un- 
suspecting student, they offer com- 
fort, guidance, and a way to fill some 
kind of need in the vulnerable person. 
It can be too tempting to turn down. 

But the question facing many 
of us is how this can happen? How 
can people be blind to the lies and 
controlling that cults are renowned 
for? Surprisingly enough, this ques- 
tion has fascinated social science 
scholars for years. It is a complicated 
issue that is only now starting to 
come clear. Theorists Lofland and 
Stark developed one of the most 
highly recognized theory of cult con- 
version. 



Lofland and Stark developed 
a seven step model of conversion that 
explains how people become targets 
for cult recruitment and how conver- 
sion takes place. People are predis- 
posed to become converts by 1 ) ex- 
perience of enduring, acutely felt ten- 
sions in their lives, 2) must employ a 
religious problem-solving perspec- 
tive ( as opposed to psychiatric or 
political problem-solving perspec- 
tive, 3) this leads them to think of 
themselves as religious seekers, 4) 
they must encounter the New Reli- 
gious Movement (cult) at a turning 
point in their lives, 5) they must form 
affective bonds with one or more 
members of the group, 6)reduce or 
eliminate their extracult attachments, 
and 7) the convert must be exposed to 
intensive interaction with previous 
converts (Lofland and Stark, " On 
Becoming A World-Saver: A Theory 
of Conversion to a Deviant Perspec- 
tive" in Cults in Context . Lome L. 
Dawson, ed.). 

It's all well and good that there 
exists a scholarly body of knowledge 
on cult conversion, but how does that 
help in keeping friends, family, and 
ourselves safe from cult recruitment? 
It is crucial to recognize when we are 
experience periods of vulnerability, 
or tension in our lives. It is difficult 
to defend yourself from the invasive 
recruitment techniques of cults when 
you don't even know that you are a 
target. Beware of self professed 
prophets who offer easy solutions to 
allofyourproblems. Sorry folks, but 
nothing in life is that easy and it's a 
real cop-out to buy into cult beliefs 
because they offer an easy way out, to 
let someone else do all of the thinking 



and decision-making for you. 

Ninety-nine percent of peo- 
ple think that they could never get 
sucked into a cult; they're too smart, 
too down-to-earth, and too independ- 
ent. But if you talk to many former 
cult members, who managed to es- 
cape, those qualifications mean noth- 
ing. The conversion tactics of the 
cult are designed to integrate intelli- 
gence and common sense into their 
practices. Everything can be ex- 
plained in a manner that seems ra- 
tional and perfectly plausible. But 
more importantly, cults appeal to 
people on a level much higher than 
intelligence or reason. 

Cults trade in the realm of the 
spiritual. Spirituality is a tricky thing 
in that one cannot really explain the 
power of emotion or the depth of the 
experience of a spiritual encounter. 
The ties that bind people together 
spiritually are the strongest in the 
universe. Once the cult has estab- 
lished power over the spiritual life of 
its followers, control is absolute. 

We may all be searching for 
that spiritual connection or enlight- 
enment, for a feeling of acceptance, 
and for someone to take us by the 
hand and lead us through the troubles 
of life. But there are no simple solu- 
tions and true well-being comes from 
self-introspection and cannot be 
spoon-fed from a cult leader. By 
staying aware, finding a supportive 
safety net, like family and friends, 
and by remaining critical of those 
who offer answers to al 1 of the world ' s 
problems you can protect yourself 
and others from being assimilated 
and swallowed by the cult monster.

I was eighteen when I left for 
university and was out on my own for 
the very first time. I was more excited 
than sad to leaving home. Not that I 
had a bad home life, my parents 
weren't impossible or anything. I 
just never felt like I was in the place 
that I really wanted to be. I always 
thought that things would somehow 
be better when I got somewhere else. 
I hoped that for once I would really 
feel alive and fulfilled. 

My school was like any other 
school, busy with students busting to 
and from class. When I look back on 
it now, it wasn't that I was miserable 
at school, in fact, I was pretty happy. 
But it wasn't what I expected it was 
going to be and I always felt as though 
there was something missing. I 
thought that there would be brilliant 
students sitting around drinking wine 
and discussions of philosophy and 
figuring out how to save the world 
and make a better and brighter future. 
What I found was people who just 
tried to scrape by and were more 
worried about finding drinking money 
and their sex lives. 

I must have been a flashing 
target for John (not his real name). 
He started sitting beside me in our 
first year Philosophy class. He was 
older, handsome, and seemed so dif- 
ferent from all the other people I'd 
met so far. We started talking after 
class about truth and the soul and 
whatever else seemed so important at 
the time. I felt like I had a new best 
friend that I could trust with any- 
thing." 

Eventually our conversations 
moved to my place or his. I had never 
in my life felt so intimate and con- 
nected to someone. He really under- 
stood me, the most personal me. I 
loved that he was so interested in me. 
John saw things in a way that I never 
would have thought of. He told me 
about how to find true happiness and 
contentment. Wheneverhe spoke, he 
had a look of pure rapture on his face 
that I was a bit envious of. 



Up until then, I had never met 
any of John's other friends. I guess 
he was discreetly preparing me. One 
night we decided to go out for a 
coffee. John said that he had to stop 
by a friend's place on the way.

I was completely and utterly 
in love. What amazed me even more 
was that he loved me back. This 
incredible man, who knew every- 
thing just blew me away with his 
mind and soul. He really loved all of 
us, and we all felt special and ex- 
tremely lucky to have him in our

It wasn't all that long before 
we all moved into a large house. I 
dropped out of university and started 
working to do my share in supporting 
our"Family." I was so wrapped up in 
the new ideas in my head that lost 
contact with everyone. After all, my 
parents and siblings just didn't un- 
derstand me like my new family did. 
No body else could possibly under- 
stand the beauty in our lives and 
while we all felt sad for them, we 
weren't about to dilute our love by 
infecting ourselves with the doubt 
and skepticism of others. 

We were going save the 
world. Jacob had found the way to 
enlightenment and he was going to 
bring us with him. I never once 
thought that there was anything ab- 
normal about a group of people liv- 
ing together, following one man and 
never having an original thought of 
our own. It was so easy to give in and 
let Jacob handle everything, he was 
so capable. 

Then things started to get re- 
ally intense. We were all smoking 
pot all the time. We only left the 
house to work and get food and sup- 
plies. Jacob told me to quit my job 
and start recruiting others to our fam- 
ily. He said that I had a responsibility 
to save as many souls as I could by 
bringing them to Him. John was still 
going to school, making new friends 
and now it was my turn to do God's 
work. When I hesitated about quit- 
ting my job Jacob was so disappointed 
in me that he couldn't even be in the 
same room with me. 

I wanted to die. There was 
nothing more painful as being cut off 
from Jacob. I couldn't even turn to 
the others because they didn't want 
to upset Jacob by taking my side. It 
wasn't hard to quit my job and hit the 
streets with our hand made pamphlets 
about Jacob's teachings. I did what 
ever it took to be back in his favor. 
And once I was back in with him, I 
vowed that I would never again dis- 
appoint him. 

Jacob taught us all how to be 
persuasive. We would pretend to be 
waiting for a bus and strike up a 
conversation with someone trying to 
connect with them. When we sold 
little trinkets to passerby's we were 
instructed on how to cheat them for 
change and do whatever we could to 
make the most money off of each 
person. This wasn't a sin because it 
was only helping Jacob to spread the 
message and bring the ignorant to the 
light of his knowledge. I could go on 
and on about all of the things that 
Jacob made us do, which we "all did 
willingly, but it seems so inconse- 
quential now that I'm away from it 
all. 

We all had new names. We 
were now to be known by our spir- 
itual names, mine was Purity. I was 
not permitted to acknowledge any 
other name. This was meant to help 
us obliterate our lives of ignorance 
that we had suffered before Jacob 
came and saved us. There were times 
when I had to do things I didn't really 
want to do but I did them anyway for 
fear of angering Jacob, or Saviour as 
we called him now. We were never 
allowed to turn down demands for 
sex, whether our Saviour wanted us 
to have sex with him or with each 
other. There was no such thing as 
dignity or will. 




I was a part of the family for 
three years when one of the other 
girls got pregnant. We were all ex- 
cited. She wanted to call her parents 
and tell them. Jacob was livid, he 
thought that the baby would make 
her want to leave and go back to her 
birth family. She was kept under 
guard until her baby was bom. She 
wasn't even allowed to leave and 
give birth . All the women in the 
family had to deliver the baby in our 
kitchen. 

Two weeks later, she was 
kicked out and the baby strayed. She 
had no money, no possessions, no 
friends and now no baby. We were 
all to ignore her. If anyone even 
looked at her we were letting our 
Saviour down and jeopardizing our 
immortal souls. Jacob said that he 
was the baby's father and had every 
right to keep him away from the evils 
in his mother. We were considered 
harmless in the community and no 
one really paid any attention to our 
family. The police were never called 
to help the mother get her baby back. 

I started to have nightmares 
about baby snatches and could hear 
the mother's wailing outside our gate. 
This was the beginning of the end for 
me. I can't explain everything that 
happened to me. I was so torn and 
scared and ashamed. I didn't want 
anyone to know that I was having 
doubts. I wanted to go the pill so that 
I would not get pregnant but Jacob 
would never allow something like 
that. I wanted to ask Jacob how he 
could have done such a thing to one 
of his own. I desperately wanted to 
bel ie ve that Jacob was right in every- 
thing he said or did, but now I wasn't 
so sure. 

I went out on a Friday after- 
noon in the middle of January to 
promote the word of our Saviour. 
Instead I walked to a phone and called 
my parents collect (Jacob didn't let 
us carry money). I told them that it 
was Purity on the phone and that I 
needed help. Thirty five minutes 
later, a cop car picked me up and four 
and a half hours later, my parents 
pulled up to the cop station. 

Every- 
thing was in 
turmoil inside 
me. I didn't 
know what I 
wanted or what 
I was thinking 
or feeling. 
Every time I 
thought about 
how I left Jacob 
and the rest of 
the family, I 
panicked and 
wanted to race 



back to him. But I held back and 
managed to keep going to therapy. It 
was the hardest most miserable time 
of my entire life. I thought about 
suicide so many times that it became 
a routine. Do I eat dinner or sit in the 
garage with the car on? Throughout 
this entire ordeal my family was with 
me one hundred percent. They could 
never fully understand what happened 
to me or what I was going through. I 
learned that to find love and accept- 
ance I needed to be okay with my self 
and let others love me. 

Its been almost nine years 
since I left Jacob and the others. Every 
once and a while I think I see one of 
them on the street or in the mall. I feel 
vulnerable and scared all over again. 
But now I know that it's okay, every- 
one goes through that. I went through 
a complex roller coaster ride that I 
wouldn't wish upon anyone. If only 
I had been aware. The funny thing is, 
it took me almost nine years to even 
mention the word cult. I never saw 
our family as a cult. 

Cults were evil things with 
thoughtless morons chanting and 
singing. Our family was about love 
and spirituality. We really had the 
answers to life's mysteries and trag- 
edies. I read an article a few years 
after my escape about the family. 
One of the followers tried to file rape 
charges against Jacob. She had a 
nervous breakdown and the case never 
made it to trial. It was then that talk 
of it being a cult really began. 

Not all cults are giant money- 
making machines with a corporate 
feel. Nor are they all dooms-day 
cults that preach about the end of the 
world. Most cults aren'teven violent 
in nature. What makes them even 
more dangerous is that everything on 
the surface looks clean but under- 
neath the mental, psychological, spir- 
itual, and sexual damage will never 
be completely healed. I haven't seen 
or heard from Jacob since the day I 
left the family. I'm afraid to see him 
because I can't say with 100% cer- 
tainty that I'm not in love with him 
anymore. Maybe a core part of me 
still is. 
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Some Notorious Cults 



Branch Davidians 

The world watched in awe 
and gruesome fascination as the 
fifty-one day stand-off between the 
FBI and the Branch Davidians of 
Waco, Texas ended in a deadly blaze 
on Monday, April 19, 1993. Four 
American federal agents and eighty 
Branch Davidians, including 
twenty-one children and leader 
David Koresh were killed and sev- 
eral others were injured. 

David Koresh was portrayed 
in the media as an "evil messiah" 
who abused his followers both physi- 
cally and sexually. Given the esca- 
lating hysteria and tension surround- 
ing the armed stand-off, it was easy 
to paint the Branch Davidians as the 
stereotypical cult; dangerous, mis- 
treating children, and demonically 
bent on violence and destruction. 

In point of fact, Koresh was 
deeply committed to biblical scrip- 
ture. He knew the bible inside and 
out and was firm in his own inter- 
pretation of the scripture. Koresh, 
and subsequently his followers, was 
well aware of the fact that he would 
"die in battle". It was of course 
necessary for his martyrdom and to 
fulfill his prophesy about the end of 
the world. But he was not expecting 
the final battle until 1995 in Israel, 
not in 1993 in Waco. Throughout 
the ordeal at the Mount Carmel com- 
pound, Koresh expressed hope for a 
peaceful end to the stand-off but he 
could not surrender until he had 
"heard the word of God" tell him 
what to do. The FBI saw this as a 
ploy to buy more time and manipu- 
late them. Federal agents grew tired 
of waiting and decided to enter the 
compound. 

The appeal of Koresh to his 
followers, most of whom were 
plucked from the Adventist move- 
ment, was his innate talent for re- 
vealing the truth about bibl ical scrip- 
ture. He focused intense personal 
attention on each newrecruit. Many 
members claimed that they learned 
more about the Bible in three hours 
with Koresh than they had in a life- 
time of studying scripture on their 
own. 

As one twenty-five year 
member states about Koresh, "He'd 
say, 'What is it that you want? More 
Bible study?' And everyone would 
run and get their Bibles and come 
down. We might sit there for 1 5, 19, 
10, or 6 hours. It would depend. It 
was never a bore. He could have 
been a professional entertainer, the 
best this world has ever seen. He 
would have us in stitches. We'd sit 
there for hours. It was just great 
being around him." 

But there was another side to 
Koresh. His advocated the stockpil- 
ing of many weapons, in prepara- 
tion for the apocalypse. He was also 
a polygamist; his several wives all 
bearing him children. No one else 
in the group was permitted to have 
any sexual relations. His children 
were to hold a sacred position in the 
Kingdom of God that would be es- 
tablished in Israel. Cult members 
actually believed that "David was 
shouldering that burden for us.", in 
reference to the burden of having 
sex, even with their own spouses. 

Whether the fatal incident at 
the Mount Carmel compound in 
Waco, Texas was the result of poor 
judgment on the part of U.S. federal 
agents or the result of deviant, ma- 



niacal behaviour of a religious cult, 
or both, we may never know. But 
the fact remains that several people 
died needlessly and the dangers of a 
cult should be understood, not over- 
estimated or underestimated. 

Manson Family 

On August 9, 1969 five 
prominent people, including actress 
Sharon Tate and heiress Abigail 
Folger, were brutally murdered in 
the Hollywood Hills. Not long af- 
terwards, the seemingly peaceful 
hippie group known as the Manson 
family were arrested and charged 
with those and several other mur- 
ders. The world's love affair with 
the 'peace, and free love' hippie 
movement came violently to and 
end. 

Charles Manson was a high 
school drop out who had spent most 
of his troubled life behind bars. He 
had a very long juvenile and prison 
record. Upon his latest release from 
prison, Manson entered the revolu- 
tionary sixties and was in his own 
personal heaven. These hippies were 
easy pickings for Manson. 

Most of his recruits were 
women in their late teens and early 
twenties. The majority of them were 
pregnant or had small children. And 
all of them were heavily into dope. 
All of these characteristics made 
them vulnerable to Manson 's con- 
trol and domination. 

Unified by their intense ha- 
tred of the established social order, 
the family retreated to the desert and 
into their, own little world. The 
group began to collect guns and at 
the behest of Manson, they all began 
military tactics training in the Cali- 
fornia desert. These were not the 
average hippie communes that were 
so common in the sixties, these peo- 
ple had come under the spell of 
Charles Manson. 

They were preparing for what 
Manson called 'Helter Skelter'. He 
believed, or at least claimed that the 
Truth had been revealed to him and 
only him. From a combination of a 
line from a Beatles' song and the 
entire White album, Manson dis- 
covered deep and hidden messages. 
The messages told of an apocalyptic 
future that Manson was obliged to 
help bring about. 

Manson believed that super- 
natural powers would produce a 
world-wide race war. Blacks and 
Whites would kill each other off. 
Then Black Muslims would come 
out of hiding, kill the remaining sur- 
vivors from both sides and then take 
over the world. But the Black Mus- 
lims, or "Blackies" as Manson in- 
sisted on calling them, would be 
incapable of handling world domi- 
nation. They would come to the 
Manson family, who had survived 
thus far by hiding in Death Valley, 
and ask the Manson family to rule 
for them. 

We all have seen footage of 
Manson in jail, at his parole hear- 
ings, and heard some of the sheer 
lunacy spouting from his mouth. The 
most terrifying thing about Manson 
is that a very small degree of what he 
has to say is true. Then he twists it 
around to become something ugly 
and violent. He is a fascinating 
living example of a psychotic mad- 
man who, to this day, has dedicated 
followers willing to do anything for 
him. 



Christian Science 

This cult explosion was the 
pet project of Mrs. Mary Baker 
Eddy. She claimed to be following 
biblical scripture but she believed 
that it had been so badly distorted 
by human error and the 'mortal 
mind' that she alone had been in- 
spired by God to give its correct 
interpretation. Her interpretation 
was called Science and Health and 
it led to the birth of Christian Sci- 
ence. 

According to Mrs. Eddy , one 
must never, ever try to read the 
Bible without her "Key to the Scrip- 
tures". Reading without her guide 
to scripture was liable to confuse 
and corrupt her followers. There 
simply was no possible understand- 
ing of the B ible unless it was through 
Mary Baker Eddy's interpretation. 
In fact, Mrs. Eddy claimed that be- 
fore her, no one had understood 
God's message in the Bible. 

Christian Scientists were 
taught to memorize all of Mrs. Ed- 
dy's writings, but never to memo- 
rize the Bible. They were also taught 
that her writings actually were the 
second coming of Christ. Mrs. Eddy 
was to be revered above Jesus, it 
was she who was the Leader and it 
was she , and only she, that under- 
stood God»'s message. Strict con- 
trols were in place so that none of 
her followers ever read any other 
relevant material or ever read the 
bible without her Key to the Scrip- 
tures. 

The reason for this was very 
simple. She didn't want any of her 
followers to know that she had pla- 
giarized her ideas and writings from 
various sources. 

In 1861, her first husband 
brought her to a famous hypnotist 
and spiritualist who could cure her 
condition as an invalid. Phineas 
Parhurst Quimby brought Mary 
Baker Eddy back to health. In turn, 
she repaid him by steal ing his philo- 
sophical teachings, combining them 
with ideas from "The Metaphysical 
Religion of Hegel" by Francis 
Lieber, and teachings from Rever- 
end Hugh Blain, as well as several 
other minor sources. 

She copied verbatim 33 
pages from Lieber, including over 
100 pages in substance. All of her 
teachings were stolen and based on 
the Eastern Mysticism associated 
with Hinduism. She taught that 
there was no sin, no hell, and that 
death is an illusion. There is no 
need to be concerned with salvation 
because everyone will live eternally 
whether or not they believed in Je- 
sus. Jesus was just a man who was 
a perfect example of how to live 
your life. One could not even use 
medicine or doctors because matter 
wasn ' t real anyway and those thi ngs 
only took you farther away from 
God. 

In her final years, Mrs. Ed- 
dy's health deteriorated to such a 
bad state that she was in constant 
pain and completely immobile. She 
didn't even believe her own rheto- 
ric and relied heavily on morphine 
to endure through her pain. 

This was a woman deter- 
mined to have and maintain abso- 
lute power over her followers. She 
exploited their need for religious 
security and knowledge by cheat- 
ing and lying about everything. She 
forced her followers to revere her 



above any one else and rigidly con- 
trolled everything they believed in. 
Unfortunately for those who dedi- 
cate their whole lives to her, she was 
a complete and utter sham. 

Unification Church 

One of the most controver- 
sial and profitable cults operating in 
the world today has been Sun Myung 
Moon's Holy Spirit Association for 
the Unification of World Christian- 
ity, more commonly known as the 
Unification Church. It was with this 
cult that the phenomenon of brain- 
washing and deprogramming really 
came to the forefront in cult criti- 
cisms. 

Founded in Korea in 1954, 
the Unification church eventually 
grew and expanded into many coun- 
tries of the world. It now owns 
valuable property and a large number 
of businesses throughout the world 
including; movie studios, recording 




companies, and publishing compa- 
nies. They sponsor perform ing arts 
and international conferences for 
academics. The Unification church 
is a monster international conglom- 
erate that has it's fingers in many 
different jars. 

Moon developed the church 
theology, known as the Divine Prin- 
ciple, which is a special interpreta- 
tion of Old and New testaments with 
additional revelations which Moon 
claims to have received. Not only 
does the Unification church have 
guiding rules about religion, it also 
has rules on just about every aspect 
of life. 

Core members usually live 
in church centers and work full time 
for the movement. Most followers 
work on the street selling literature, 
flowers or other goods for extended 
periods of time. All of their earnings 
are turned over to the church. This 
fund-raising is used to further the 
influence and economic power of 
the church and of Sun Myung Moon, 
known as the Father tohis followers. 

Moon chooses marriage part- 
ners for his followers and often per- 
forms mass wedding ceremonies in 
which hundreds and even thousands 
of couples are wed at the same time. 
Many of these people don't even 
know who there spouses are but wed 
anyway because it is the will of the 
Father. The last mass marriage cer- 
emony was televised on international 
TV. 

Some of the brainwashing 
techniques that Moon has been ac- 
cused of include; love-bombing in 
which there is constant affection and 
touching between groups of people, 
sleep deprivation, protein with- 
drawal, sugar-buzzing in which 
blood-sugar levels are increased to 
create muddled brain activity, re- 
petitive lectures, familiar music with 
"restored" lyrics, and other seem- 



ingly innocent but insidiousdevices. 
The extent to which these accusa- 
tions are true remains in question. 
Scientology 

This religious movement is 
the brain child of L. Ron Hubbard. 
He is the successful author of many 
books, both fiction and non-fiction 
and established the practice of 
Dianetics. Scientology is a massive 
movement that counters any attacks 
aggressively and sometimes ille- 
gally. Former members are often 
forced to go into hiding and fear for 
their personal safety, one such 
former member is Hubbard's own 
son. 

Scientology is based on a 
complex, all encompassing philoso- 
phy that is incredibly detailed and 
lengthy. It is based largely on new 
ways to understand and treat mental 
health. Hubbard and his teachings 
came under attack from all sides, 
academics, the medical profession, 
and the media in general. The 
Guardian 's office was created within 
the church of Scientology to protect 
the church from attacks and to en- 
sure that the teachings were being 
accurately practiced throughout the 
movement. 

According to Scientology, 
human beings are naturally good, 
but their goodness has been dis- 
turbed by a aberrant state. A lot of 
this is due to the 'reactive mind'. 
Followers of the church are taught 
how to deal with the problems of the 
reactive mind and to train the Thetan 
(the true self) to remember its true 
nature and express itself. Appar- 
ently its all about the urge to sur- 
vive. The theories of Dianetics and 
Scientology are pretty complicated, 
if you're interested I recommend 
reading the original material from 
L. Ron Hubbard and the counter- 
material published by former mem- 
bers and critics of the movement. 

Scientology operates a 
number of social action programs; 
Narconon (anti-drug), the Citizens 
Commission on Human Rights, 
Committee on Public Health and 
Safety, American Citizens for Hon- 
esty in Government, and many oth- 
ers. It is important to bear in mind 
that these groups often act as a front 
to attract new recruits without re- 
vealing themselves immediately as 
Scientologists. 

Most of the past and even the 
present of Scientology has been con- 
troversial. They have been in litiga- 
tion on numerous occasions for their 
aggressive anti-criticism tactics, as 
well as for tax evasion problems, 
and their status as a cult versus a 
religious movement. Nowadays, 
they are gaining respectability, not 
without the help of their celebrity 
converts, like John Travolta, and 
Kirsti Alley among others.

Rheostatics - 
Double Live 

If you remember back to last 
year, I trashed the hell out of this 
group! The album was bad, the songs 
were worse, and they were opening 
for The Hip. Even with all that 
going against them, The 
Rheostatics have still found time to 
record a Double Live album featur- 
ing 29 of their best songs. 

First thing first; I hate this 
band! Just thought I'd get that off 
my chest. Many of you probably 
think this is going to be a biased 
review, well, you're right. But I'll 
try my best to be fair! 

Double Live is a compilation 
of live performances from the spring 
of 1 997 (when opening for The Hip). 
If you don't know the Rheostatics, 
this is a good CD to either get to like 
or hate them. The CD contains the 
Rheostatics usual grouping of folk 
rock and suburban alterna pop. There 
are many classic Rheostatics tracks 
like Record Body Count and Horses. 
Most of the old songs and many of 
the others are extended well beyond 
normal song length ( upwards of 8 - 
9 minutes each) as you would ex- 
pect from a live recording. One good 
thing about this recording is that it 
flows with the crowd and the band 
talking, laughing and screwing 
around. It gives you the feel of an 
actual live event. 

The CD also contains The 
Rheostatics brand of on stage humor 
with songs like The Ballad Of 
Wendal Clark, Legal Age Life and 
Desert Island Discs. These songs 
are actually funny and worth hear- 
ing as they are a little different than 
your normal, run of the mill folk 
rock. One very strange track on the 
second CD is the almost nine minute 
vers ion of The Wreck of the Edmond 
Fitzgerald. This is not just a cover 
of the Gordon Lightfoot classic, it 
is a complete upgrade that will not 
stick in your head for days forcing 
you to contemplate suicide (as the 
original has done for years). 

The CD bio claims The 
Rheostatics arc "the most creative 
and fascinating quartet of this dec- 
ade" and they are "Canadian mu- 
sic's worst kept secret". All I have 
to say about that is, there are many 
bands better than these guys, but 
after listening to the Double Live 
album, I will agree that they are a 
great Canadian band with a lot of 
talent. It doesn't mean I like them, I 



just agree that this CD shows a lot of 
talent and a lot of creativity that you 
don't always see from bands today. 
If you are a fan of The 
Rheostatics, then get out there and 
get this CD (or check this weeks En- 
tertainment Trivia). From what I heard 
n the two discs, they aren't half bad 
ve. Double Live is available now, 
maybe even Santa will stuff your 
stocking with a little Double Live.

In the 100 
free, he finished first and narrowly missed setting a new meet record and 
in the 1 00 fly, Johnson settled for second when he wasout touched by- 
two hundredths of a second. Johnson has already qualified for the CIAU 
championships and, is nationally ranked in the top five in each of these 
events. 



This week I'm publishing a 
formula for a better bench press.. To 
often I see the exercise being done 
improperly. Since we all hear the 
question, "how much do you lift," I 
thought this little guide might aid 
those who aren't quite sure about 
how the exercise is done. It's not as 
simple as it looks.. Hopefully these 
three phases will aid you in you pur- 
suit of the "big lift." 

Phase#1-The 

Starting Position 

Countdown 

-Your hands should be shoulder width 
apart or a bit wider and evenly spaced 
from the centre of the bar. 
-With the bar held at arm's length, 
your shoulders should be positioned 
directly under the bar. 
-Your heels should be directly under 
your knees, and your feet should re- 
main motionless during the exercise. 
Shifting you feet as you lift is usually 
a sign of poor concentration. 
-Your glutes and upper back should 
remain in contact with the bench dur- 
ing all parts of the lift. Your back 
should be kept slightly tight, and your 
shoulders should press against the 
bench. There should be no arching of 
the chest during the lift as this tech- 
nique hyper extends the spine, thereby 
increasing the chance of lower back 
injury. 




-The spotter should grip the bar just 
to the inside of your hands, and the 
spotter should not block the view of 
the lift by leaning over you exces- 
sively. 

Phase#2-The 

Lifting Phase 

Takeoff 

-The lifting phase should be initiated 
by pressing the bar in a smooth fash- 
ion, and pressure should be applied 
evenly by both arms. Concentrate on 
driving the bar over the elbows, press- 
ing the bar towards the bench up- 
rights. 

-When the bar is approaching you 
face, move the elbows back towards 
your head to a position under the bar. 
The bar will be directly over your 
face. Finish the movement in a straight 
line. 

-Press the bar to arm's length, and 
stop when the elbows reach a posi- 



tion just short of lockout. 
-Exhale while you press the bar up. 
-When you reach muscle failure, your 
spotter should assist you in complet- 
ing the rep prior to racking the bar. 
-The form used for the last rep should 
be the same as for the first rep, and the 
bar should make contact with the 
same spot on the chest (bottom of 
sternum) every rep. 

Phase#3- The 

Lowering Phase 

Splashdown 

-Lower the bar in a semi-arc to the 
bottom of the sternum. Concentrat- 
ing on "guiding" the bar down in an 
arc. 

-Your elbows should move forward 
and down at an angle approximately 
45 degrees to your torso. Concentrate 
on keeping the elbows as close to the 
body as possible. 

-Hold your wrists in a neutral posi- 
tion throughout the movement. 
-Breathe in as you lower the bar. 
-Make sure the descent of the bar is 
controlled and performed at an even 
speed. By the time the bar makes 
contact with your chest, you should 
feel tight and in control. Remember, 
you control the weight-the weight 
doesn't control you. 
-Make sure not to bounce the bar off 
your chest, as this can damage the 
sternum.

Spirits rose even higher when 
Christian Bolduc, president of Mon- 
treal 2002, came overthe loudspeaker 
from Denver, congratulated every- 
one for their efforts and swore that 
Montreal would get the games next 
time. 

Paris echoed Bolduc's senti- 



ments in a speech after the announce- 
ment. 

"This was the third time that 
Sydney put in their bid, and it was 
only Montreal's first," he said. "They 
have had time to improve. We haven't. 
That's why we will try again." 

Organizers worked almost 
three years on Montreal's bid for the 
Gay Games, and over 3,000 volun- 
teers were enlisted to help out. The 
city was the runner-up to Sydney, 
and is in a good position to make a 
successful run at the Gay Games be- 
ing held in 2006.

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Is Ditka Giving Up? 



The fiery Mike Ditka was 
nowhere to be found Sunday. With 
tears in his eyes, the coach who came 
back to the New Orleans Saints after 
four years away from the sidelines, 
said it may be time to leave the game 
for good. 

"My job is to instill passion in 
these guys," Ditka said after the Saints 
suffered a dismal 20-3 loss to the 
Atlanta Falcons. "Somewhere along 
the way, I have failed. It hurts me." 

DITKA SAID HE likely will 
quit at the end of the season if things 
don't turn around in the final four 
games. And, he added, if owner Tom 
Benson wants to fire him now, he 
wouldn't object. 

"I don't have it anymore," he 
said. "Maybe the game has passed 
me by. Maybe all the experts were 
right." 

Ditka returned to coaching this 
season with the Saints after spending 
the last four years as a commentator 
for NBC. Before that, he spent 1 1 
memorable seasons in Chicago, guid- 
ing the "Da Bears" to a 1 12-68 record 
and one Super Bowl championship. 

His hot temper is legendary, 
but he seemed like a defeated man as 
the Saints (4-8) bumbled their way to 
another loss. Other than arguing 
briefly when the officials allowed a 
sack after an inadvertent whistle in 
the second quarter, he stood stoically 
on the sideline. 

"Ihadawayoftryingtocoach 
and getting to people and I can't do it 
anymore," Ditka said. "I 'm not going 
to do what 1 did the last couple of 



weeks and kill myself and jump 
around. I'm just not going to do it. 

"IF IT DOESN'T MEAN 
THAT MUCH to other people, why 
should it mean that much to me? And 
I think that's what happened to me 
today. It didn't mean very much to 
me in the second half today. For the 
first time in my life, I can say that — 
it didn't mean anything." 

The Saints have the NFL's 
worst offense and also rank last in 
turnovers and turnover ratio. Against 
Atlanta, they managed only 1 73 yards 
while suffering five turnovers, which 
was more than Ditka could bear to 
watch. 

"It's apparent that we don't 
have much talent on this team," Ditka 
said. "We're not going in the right 
direction. We have no playmakers." 

Ditka said he will evaluate his 
status at the end of the season, but it 
was clear which way he's leaning. 

"They broke me down today," 
he said of his team. "I don't have it 
anymore. I don't see us going in the 
right direction." 

DEFENSIVE COORDINA- 
TOR ZAVIN YARALIN said Ditka 
was speaking out of frustration. 

"We're all frustrated," Yaralin 
said. "Tfl tell you this: He is not 
stepping down. He'll be back. He's 
just not used to losing." 

But as Ditka trudged toward 
the team's bus, his face red from the 
churning emotions, a fan tried to perk 
him upby yelling, "Way to go, coach." 

But the coach never looked 
his way.

non-issue. Now, Lamoriello can't 
win. If he adds Guerin, Lamoriello 
will be perceived as having knuckled 
under player pressure — even if he 
intended to name him to the team all 
along. If Lamoriello doesn't add 
Guerin, the inference will be drawn 
that Lamoriello bypassed him out of 
spite. 

The players should play, the 
manager should manage. Bui with 
contention on the American team, a 
massive rift in the Russian federation 
and starting times at Nagano (well 
after midnight) a nightmare for North 
American viewers, this whole thing 
is starting to stink like a fish in the 
sun.

Sergei Zubov of Dallas and 
Alexander Mogilny of Vancouver 
are among the latest to join Detroit 
veterans Igor Larionov and Slava 
Fetisov in turning down Olympic 
invites.

It will be big 
fun." What Titov might not know is 
the tyranny of the hockey empire 
Fetisov and Larionov had to fight 
merely to earn the right to play in the 
NHL. Fetisov, particularly, was a 
trail blazer; virtually all the Russian 



NHL players owe him a debt of grati- 
tude. 

Let's get this straight: Olym- 
pic ice surfaces have four extra feet of 
space behind the nets, and Wayne 
Gretzky, the greatest player ever in 
that part of the ice, is going to be a 
part-time player — if he makes the 
team? I don't think so. Gretzky was 
among Canada's best forwards dur- 
ing the World Cup, and he'll be huge 
for his country on the big ponds in 
Nagano. 

Kent Forsberg, father of Colo- 
rado star Peter Forsberg and coach of 
Sweden ' s Olympic team, says former 
Islanders goalie Tommy Soderstrom 
will be among the five to six players 
not currently in the NHL who will be 
on his nation's entry.

The Islanders, looking for help 
at center and left wing, are dangling 
defensemen in front of Edmonton GM 
Glen Sather in an attempt to obtain 
center Jason Arnott — one of several 
Oilers whose contracts expire at the 
end of the season and who could be a 
commodity on the restricted free- 
agent market.
